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Delaware's Stakes 


The 45th running of the S100,000-added 
Grade I Delaware Handicap heads an ex¬ 
panded schedule of 21 stakes announced bv 
Delaware Park for the 73-dav race meeting 
which opens Saturday, May 29. 

The track near Wilmington will operate 
fiye days a week this summer, with no racing 
on Wednesdays and Thursdays. The meet¬ 
ing will conclude Labor Day, Monday, Sep¬ 
tember 6. 

The Delaware Handicap, which is among 
the nation's most prestigious eyents for fil¬ 
lies and mares, will be renewed at its tradi¬ 
tional distance of IV4 miles Sunday, August 1. 

In a departure from custom, the $50,000- 
added Delaware Oaks, for 3-year-old fillies, 
will be run four weeks after the Handicap, on 
Sunday, August 29. Normally, the Oaks pre¬ 
cedes the Handicap. But Director of Racing 
Larry Abbundi has reyersed the sequence 
this season to ayoid conflict with similar 
stakes for fillies at other Eastern tracks. 

Two other familiar features, both handi¬ 
caps, are among the attractions scheduled 
for renewal. They are the S25,000-added 
William duPont Jr., at IMe miles, Sunday, 
July 11, and the $25,000-added Donald P. 
Ross, at IVs miles on turf, Sunday, August 
22. They are designed for 3-year-olds and 
older horses. 

All other stakes on the 1982 calendar, ex¬ 
cept the $10,000-added Tom Roby Steeple¬ 
chase, will offer $20,000-added purses. Sey- 
eral haye been retained from last year's 
schedule or haye been reactiyated after a 
brief absence. Four features haye been cre¬ 
ated specifically for the meeting. They are 
the Cochise and Lady Pitt Handicaps plus 
the Icecapade and Miss Cayandish Stakes. 
All honor winners of past Delaware Park 
stakes. 

The Roby is the only stakes opportunity 
for jumpers on the schedule. The steeple¬ 
chase will be decided oyer a course measur¬ 
ing 2Vh miles Friday, July 2, which has been 
designated National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association Day by track management. 

With Delaware Park committed to a min¬ 
imum of $65,000 in daily purse distribution, 
the track's directors haye added a total of 
$530,000 to endow the stakes program.

Oh, oh, missed 'em. 
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Swift Attraction Wins 
Two Stakes At Pimlico

For a while there, it looked like Jim Lewis 
had the finest Maryland-bred filly since Ja- 
meela. Pearl Necklace and Twixt. 

She went into Pimlico's $30,000 Old Hill¬ 
top stakes on April 12 undefeated in four 
starts. Two of her victories had been in 
stakes and in both of those six-furlong races 
she achieved the fastest time ever recorded 
for those stakes. 

But in the Old Hilltop she was racing a 
mile and a sixteenth for the first time (her 
previous four starts had all been at six fur¬ 
longs), and her ankles were bothering her. 

The Easter Monday crowd backed Swift 
Attraction into odds-on favoritism—almost 
everyone believing she would air. 

But she didn't. 

Dogged bv Martie's Double (the ultimate 
winner) from the start. Swift Attraction gave 
up her narrow lead at the eighth pole and 
faltered badlv through the final furlong. She 
wound up third, beaten five lengths. 

Still, Swift Attraction is a remarkable ac¬ 
quisition for Lewis, owner of Lewisfield 
Farm in Hydes. 

He bought her as a yearling for $30,000 in 
the 1980 Eastern Fall Sale at Timonium. But 
he didn't purchase her from breeder Eliza¬ 
beth Wickes Nichols. Two dealers in hors¬ 
es—Marylander Bruce Fenwick and Penn¬ 
sylvanian Rick Abbott—had both owned her 
for brief periods of time. 

So Lewis, 42, is actually the fourth owner 
of this fillv whose earnings total $58,875 after 
only five starts. 

"I thought when I bought her that I may 
have been paying too much for a Lord Gay¬ 
lord," recalls the man who has lived in Mary- 
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land for the past 14 years. "But she was such 
an attractive filly. It was her looks that got me 
to $30,(X)0. After all, in September of 1980 
(when the Eastern Fall Sale was held). Lord 
Gaylord's son Lord Avie was a 2-year-old 
who had won only one stake and one other 
race. Not until late fall did he show his best 
form and become the country's 2-year-old 
champion." 

Herself unraced at 2 ("she was up to a race 
when she bucked her shins,") Swift Attrac¬ 
tion last month won Pimlico's $30,000 Flirta¬ 
tion Stakes by five lengths and Pimlico's Po¬ 
litely Stakes by ten. Earlier, she had won an 
allowance race at Bowie and a maiden-spe¬ 
cial at Keystone. 

She is by far the finest horse ever bred by 
Mrs. Nichols. 

How did the Glyndon sportswoman do it? 
Varola system? l^owledge acquired in 25 
years of horse breeding? Instinct? 

"A telephone call, mostly," says the 
charming lady who lives only a hundred or 
so yards from the stallion bam in which Lord 
Gaylord is housed. 

"I was at the Keeneland Fall Sales in 1976, 
and I was about ready to bid on the mare I 
had been waiting for when they announced 
from the auction stand that there was a long 
distance telephone call for me in the office. 

"I thought it was tragedy of some sort. I 
hurried to the office and forgot the mare. It 
was Buddy Troyer calling to tell me that we 
had won a race. 

"When I got back to my seat, the mare I 
wanted had been sold. So I had to find some¬ 
thing else. That's how I got Tudor Beauty for 
$17,000."

Swift Attraction continued 

Tudor Beauty (1971, ’^Tudor Grey—Love 
Life, by Jeep) was in foal to Irish Stronghold. 
The resulting 1977 foal became a filly named 
Jeanne's Ruler who won two of 17 starts and 
earned $19,770. Certainly nothing for Mrs. 
Nichols to rave about. 

"Because of recommendations from my 
niece (Catherine Jackson) and her husband 
(Cary), I do put faith in the Varola system," 
says Mrs. Nichols. "But Dr. Varola didn't 
have anything to do with me breeding Tudor 
Beauty to Lord Gaylord. 

"What decided me on the stallion was that 
he was close by and I didn't want to ship 
anything to Kentucky because of the CEM 
outbreak down there. And also the horse's 
stud fee was only $750." (Today, Lord Gay¬ 
lord is $25,000 live foal and has a full book.) 

Also, it should be noted, Mrs. Nichols had 
the previous year bred Tudor Beauty to an¬ 
other stallion who then stood at Worthing¬ 
ton Farms. His name was Jean-Pierre, and he 
was owned by Thomas Nichols, Mrs. Nich¬ 
ols' former husband. 

In 1980, Mrs. Nichols sold her home and 
75 of her 100 acres on Butler road. 

She had to move, of course, and she also 
had to find a new residence for her five Thor¬ 
oughbreds, that group consisting of three 
broodmares and two yearlings. 

"I called up Tyson Gilpin," says Mrs. 
Nichols, "and asked him to find a buyer for 
the whole bunch. 

"He wound up selling four of the five with 
a check to me for $25,000. He said the fifth 
horse wasn't marketable at that time because 
she had just aborted to Jolly Johu. That fifth 
horse was Tudor Beauty, the dam of Swift 
Attraction." 

Buyer of the four horses was Bruce Fen¬ 
wick who owns a breaking, training and 
sales operation directly across the road from 
Worthington Farms. He acquired in the 
package the broodmare Sene Rene (in foal to 
North Sea), the broodmare My Papillon (bar¬ 
ren) and the two yearling fillies, one of which 
was Swift Attraction. 

"Oh, I remember it well," says Fenwick. 
"It was the biggest check I had ever written 
in my life!" (With commissions included, the 
check was a bit more than the $25,000 which 
went to Mrs. Nichols.) 


Bruce immediately set his mind to recover¬ 
ing his investment. 

First, he dealt off the two yearlings to 
Pennsylvania dealer Rick Abbott, owner of 
the Charlton sales agency. He sold them fora 
total of $12,000 (Swift Attraction included) 
and was nearly half-way out on his invest¬ 
ment. Next he sold My Papillon for 
$15,000—retaining Sene Rene for his own 
broodmare band. 

Says Bruce: "I thought it was the slickest 
deal I had ever made! Got back all my money 
and had a stakes-placed broodmare (second 
in Timonium's Majorette Handicap) left 
over. Cap Hershey is partners with me on 
that mare." 

Enter Rick Abbott, the third owner of 
Swift Attraction. 

He promptlv nominated the Tudor Beautv 
yearling to Timonium's Eastern Fall Sale. Be¬ 
cause the other fillv (by Annihilate 'Em out of 
My Papillon) was related to Temperence 
Hill, he thought she'd sell better in the Ar¬ 
kansas yearling auction. 

In the months leading up to the fall sales. 
Lord A vie made his debut as a race horse. He 
didn't electrify the world in his early races, 
but he did prove himself to be one of the 
nation's best. His championship form didn't 
flower until after the fall yearling sales. 

So with Lord Gaylord on the ascendency, 
the filly out of Tudor Beauty escalated rapid¬ 
ly in value. 

Says Fenwick: "After the sale, Rick and I 
shook hands and laughed about our good 
luck. We had both made money. (The other 
yearling had brought $10,700 in Arkansas.) 
We thought we were geniuses!" 

Swift Attraction had gone into the Eastern 
Fall Sale with an appraised value of $20,000. 

Recalls Abbott: "Georgeandthedragon 
(Lord Gaylord's first important stakes win¬ 
ner) had done well, and Lord Avie looked 
then like he was an even better horse. I 
talked to Fasig-Tipton's Ric Waldman, and 
together we came up with a figure of $20,000 
on Swift Attraction. 

"A big selling point was her looks. Bobby 
Powell (Fasig-Tipton's yearling inspector) 
had given her an 8 on his score card. That 
was the highest grade he handed out. Most 
of the yearlings in that sale were 4's and 5's." 




Perlsweig Comments 


Does the father-son combo of Danny 
and Mark Perlsweig possess a magic 
wand when it comes to training success¬ 
ful offspring of the red-hot Maryland- 
based sire Lord Gaylord? 

"Not really/' modestly concedes 29- 
year-old Mark, a former flower shop de¬ 
livery boy. "Ron Alfano has Lady Dean, 
and she's sure doing great." 

The senior Perlsweig was the first to 
hit the jackpot with a Lord Gaylord. He 
trained Lord Avie who was voted 2- 
year-old champion of 1980 and was a 
winter book favorite for the Kentucky 
Derby before an injury sidelined him 
through the spring, missing the Triple 
Crown. 

Mark trains Lewisfield Farm's Swift 
Attraction, a 3-year-old daughter of Lord 
Gaylord and Tudor Beauty who has cap¬ 
tured two Pimlico stakes. 

Speaking by phone from his Garden 
State Park stable, the curly-haired con¬ 
ditioner indicated that Swift Attraction 
does have some physical problems 
which cause him concern. 

"Her ankles are bothering her," said 
Perlsweig. "But almost all race horses 
have something that keeps you upset." 

As to the filly's spring schedule, Mark 
isn't quite certain. 

"She's a tremendously valuable filly," 
he continued. "You can be certain that 
I'm going to do whatever seems best for 
her." 


On October 15, 1980, Jim Lewis sent Swift 
Attraction to Merry land Farm to be broken. 
She stayed there until December 2, then 
went to Bonita Farm to be winter-galloped 
on the farm's indoor track. 

"I would have left her with Billy Boniface 
(owner of Bonita Farm) to train," says Lewis, 
"had it not been that he's one of my best 
friends. I didn't want anything to disturb 
that friendship. Sometimes when you don't 
agree with your trainer, you have fights. 

"In trying to decide on a trainer, I became 
increasingly aware of how well Danny Perl¬ 
sweig was doing with Lord Avie. And I 
knew that he had been the underbidder on 
Swift Attraction at Timonium. So that's how 
Danny and his son Mark got to train her. I 
wanted to find a trainer who would appreci¬ 
ate a Lord Gaylord." 

Back when Jim was married to Penny 
Lewis, Bud Delp had trained their Penny- 
acres horses and, later, Jim himself trained 
their stable. 

"When Swift Attraction got to the races," 
says Lewis, "it had been three years since I 
had one of my horses start in a race. I had to 
get brand new colors ("two shades of blue 
and a little white, nothing fancy"). 

"So now I've got only one horse in train¬ 
ing, and those colors are the winners of two 
stakes!" 

Mrs. Nichols, meanwhile, has moved 
from her Piney Grove Farm to Worthington 
Farms where she rents a lovely home from 
Duck and Glennie Martin. 

Says Mrs. Nichols: "It was the first house 
Duck's father lived in after he left my fami¬ 
ly's home. Tm very close to Duck. His father 
was orphaned as a young boy, and my par¬ 
ents (Dr. and Mrs. Walter Wickes) raised 
him. He was eight months older than me and 
was like a brother." 

Still, Mrs. Nichols isn't certain that she'll 
breed Tudor Beauty back to Lord Gaylord 
this year. 

"I paid $750 when I bred to him in 1978," 
says the lady laughingly. "And now he 
wants $25,000! How can a horse get so valu¬ 
able in such a short time?" 

Swift Attraction is one answer. Another is 
Lord Avie. And then there's Lady Dean. □ 






























Families in Racing

1 onder the contrasts in local horsewoman 
Glennie Martin's life. 

She and her husband Duck (J.W.Y. Martin 
Jr.) stand the phenomenally successful stal¬ 
lion Lord Gaylord (owned principally by 
Mrs. Martin's father, J. Louis Reynolds) at 
their Worthington Farms in Glyndon. 

They live at Snow Hill, the fantastically 
beautiful farm over which the Maryland 
Hunt Cup is annually contested. 

Granddaughter of the founder of Reyn¬ 
olds Aluminum, 40-year-old Glenn Parldn- 
son Reynolds Martin has at various times 
visited nearly every country in the world. 

Yet the bulk of her time is now spent driv¬ 
ing children's carpools and cooking the fam¬ 
ily meals. In the evenings she and her hus¬ 
band usually watch television and help the 
children with their homework. 

"We're like most people," says Mrs. Mar¬ 
tin, explaining that she and her husband 
"don't use Snow Hill as a big house. We live 
in two downstairs rooms, plus the kitchen. 
Of course, we can open up the dining room if 


we need it, but we don't do a lot of social 
things. Mostiv we're home alone with the 
children." 

Over the last 10 years, Glennie Martin's 
only real interest outside of her family has 
been Thoroughbred breeding and racing. 
Her steadily increasing involvement has 
helped keep her father active in the business. 
And, ironically, it is one of her father's hors¬ 
es that has brought the Reynolds/Martin 
clan to the attention of the entire racing 
world. 

"Mv father made the decision to stand 
Lord Gaylord all on his own," Glennie 
points out. "And it was a difficult decision, 
because he was not a good race horse, you 
know." 

Actually, Lord Gaylord earned a grand to¬ 
tal of $7,530 at the track. He started six times 
and won one race. 

Retired to stud at Worthington Farms in 
1976, he has come up with one top-notch 
stakes caliber horse after another, including 
undefeated 3-year-old filly Swift Attraction 
(who set new stakes records in her last two 
starts), 4-year-old filly Lady Dean, winner of 
six straight races (including three stakes) and 
the 1980 2-year-old champion Lord Avie. 
Lady Dean is owned by Louis Reynolds' 
brother, David P. Reynolds. 

"My father asks for my advice some¬ 
times," savs Mrs. Martin, who is Louis Rey¬ 
nolds' only surviving child. "But he didn't 
when he retired Lord Gaylord." 

Chairman of Reynolds Aluminum Inter¬ 
national, Louis Reynolds, 72, has always 
been far more concerned with his business 
than with his race horses, according to his 
daughter. He rarely goes to the races. A resi¬ 
dent of Richmond, Va., he has owned race 
horses almost all his life and currently has 
interests in 20 to 25. 

David Reynolds, chairman of the board of 
Reynolds Metals, has a more diverse Thor¬ 
oughbred investment than his brother, with 
large contingents in Kentucky and Mary¬ 
land. Like Louis Reynolds, he uses Worth¬ 
ington Farms as a base for much of his breed¬ 
ing stock. 
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Glennie Martin continued 

There were originally two other Reynolds 
brothers, both of whom were in the horse 
business. Richard and William Reynolds 
both died in 1980. 

Richard Reynolds' son, the late J. Sargeant 
Reynolds, a former lieutenant governor of 
the state of Virginia, was well-known as an 
owner in Maryland throughout the 1960's, 
particularly through his stakes-winning 
Maryland-bred Bonny Johnny. 

Asked how the Reynoldses, who remain a 
close-knit family, developed such a unani¬ 
mous attraction toward racing, Mrs. Martin 
observes: "All four brothers grew up in 
Louisville, Ky., and it was the atmosphere of 
the Kentucky Derby and all the lore that goes 
along with it that really got them started." 

Their father, Richard S. Reynolds Sr., built 
the family aluminum company from scratch, 
following an earlier successful career in his 
uncle R.J. Reynolds' tobacco business. A na¬ 
tive of Bristol, Virginia-Tennessee, Richard 
Reynolds had come to live in Louisville after 
an arsonist destroyed his hometown factory 
just prior to World War 1. Although he never 
had horses, the old man considered Louis¬ 
ville his "Good Luck" town.* 

Glennie Martin was raised in Richmond, 
Va., the West End, about 20 miles from her 
uncle Richard Reynolds' Little Hawk Farm, 
where she began riding horses farther back 
than she can remember. 

"If it hadn't been for uncle Richard, 1 
wouldn't have been able to develop my in¬ 
terest," she comments. "For years I used to 
go out there every day. 

"Six girls from Richmond, all of us friends, 
kept our horses there. It was great when the 
first one of us got old enough to drive and 
our parents didn't have to go along any 
more. Then one day we were in a head-on 
collision with a dump truck coming home. 
Nobody was hurt—amazingly—but we've 
had a lifetime bond ever since that experi¬ 
ence." 

’This and other glimpses of the industrialist's philos¬ 
ophy can be found in Mr. Reynolds' brief autobiography 
The Marble Kiri^ of Bristol, recently printed and distri¬ 
buted within the family by Glennie Martin's cousin. Bill 
Reynolds.

As a teenager Glennie rode in shows 
around Richmond and hunted with Deep 
Run. She attended St. Catherine's School in 
Richmond, then switched to Oldfields 
School in Sparks, Md., where she also rode. 

After graduating from Oldfields in 1959, 
Glennie embarked on an extended period of 
world travel with her parents. (Her mother, 
the former Glenn Parkinson of Richmond, 
has a family background in tobacco and in¬ 
vestments. Glennie had a half-brother, Rich¬ 
ard Roland Reynolds, who was killed in 
1966, at the age of 29, in an airplane accident 
on the ground. 

Her father's duties with Reynolds Interna¬ 
tional and the Eskimo Pie Corporation, 
which he also heads, sent him everywhere 
from Holland to Lebanon, from the Philip¬ 
pines to Belgium. 

Like Glennie and Duck Martin, Mr. and 
Mrs. Reynolds enjoy a quiet, family-oriented 
way of doing things. So it was only natural 
that they would move all over the globe as a 
family. 

Then active in showing, Glennie would 
occasionally remain in the States with her 
cousin Louise (William Reynolds' daughter), 
who then owned Keswick Farm in Virginia. 

She met Duck Martin at the Devon Horse 
Show in 1964. "I was talking to Gill Fenwick 
and finally I asked her who that fellow was. 










over there talking to her husband. She asked 
if I would like to meet him and I said I sure 
would. We dated for a long time. We had to 
write a lot of letters and talk on the phone 
and make long commutes." 

The Martins were married in 1967. 

A top-notch rider and long-time competi¬ 
tor in point-to-point races. Duck Martin 
grew up within a prominent horse-owning 
family. His father, the late J.W.Y. Martin, 
established Worthington Farms as a major 
breeding center in the 1930's. After Mr. Mar¬ 
tin's death Duck's mother, the late Nancy 
Byers Martin, sold that farm while retaining 
Snow Hill, almost directly across the road on 
Tufton avenue. 

In 1969, Duck and Glennie Martin and her 
parents repurchased Worthington Farms 
from former Senator Daniel B. Brewster and 
began putting together their own Thorough¬ 
bred business, concentrating on boarding 
mares, standing stallions and acting as sales 
agent. In addition to Lord Gaylord, the studs 
Kohoutek and Northern Raja are making this 
season at Worthington Farms. 

Says Glennie: "This is exactly what I have 
always wanted to do: breed and race horses." 

Although they have less than 10 horses of 
their own, Mrs. Martin is looking forward to 
some day acquiring a small band of nice 
broodmares. "Td like to breed and race a top 
class horse of our own." 

While Duck, who is also a joint master of 
the Green Spring Valley Hounds, "goes to 
the farm and works hard every day," Glen¬ 
nie stays out of the day-to-day affairs of the 
farm. "One cook in the kitchen is enough, 
especially when he happens to be a good 
chef," as she puts it. 

Every time someone in the family runs a 
horse, Mr. and Mrs. Martin turn out to watch 
it run, and Mrs. Martin faithfully studies 
sales catalogues. She also follows the stock 
market. 

As for the experience of running Snow 
Hill, which the Martins acquired after his 
mother's death in 1977, Mrs. Martin ex¬ 
plains: "We have a married couple who have 
been working here 35 years—Clark and Jes¬ 
sie Ensor. Qark helps with the horses and 
Jessie takes care of the house. With Jessie 
here, living is easy." 


Hunt Cup day? "That's like living some¬ 
place else for a day," relates Mrs. Martin. 
"But everything gets put back into order 
prettv quicklv. Tve been on both sides. There 
were a lot of vears when I went to the Hunt 
Cup and never dreamed I'd be living here. I 
had fun then, too." 

A couple of years ago Mrs. Martin tried to 
start a business of her own with Amway

Bemie Bond A Wizard 
Training 2-Year-Olds 

Story by Michael Pons 
Photographs by Skip Ball 


W hen Bemie Bond speaks about 2-year- 
olds, people listen. 

Although the 65-year-old Towson resi¬ 
dent has conditioned several top older hors¬ 
es among his 30 stakes winners and four 
Maryland-bred champions, and won more 
than a dozen trainer's titles, he has earned 
his greatest fame with 2-year-olds. 


Horses like Cure the Blues (undefeated in 
five starts in his stable). Luck Penny (Pimlico 
track record-setter in her first start), major 
added-money winners Irish Tower, Rollick¬ 
ing, Gala Lil, Qever Foot, Quinta, Cinda and 
1981 stakes winners Happy Hooligan and 
Laughing Gull—all were developed by 
Bond. 


This spring, as the 1980 foal crop debuts. 
Bond again has a handsome lot of well- 
schooled 2-year-olds ready to mn. In fact, he 
has 16 2-year-olds in his Pimlico stable, sev¬ 
en of them by Rollicking, ranked 15th na¬ 
tionally by gross earnings among juvenile 
sires last year. 

Bond has a knack for bringing out precoc¬ 
ity in a horse. "The fastest 2-year-oIds don't 
always win the first couple of races," he said, 
pausing for emphasis, "the smartest ones 
do. 


"I try to school my horses as best I can to 
avoid any green mistakes. Time and patience 
are the two most important factors in train¬ 
ing a 2-year-old. Mine are galloped two 
miles a day for three to four months before 
they are entered in a race. I like them to have 
a good bottom (foundation). 

"We work our 2-year-olds in sets of four 
and five. That way they are accustomed to 


being bumped and to mnning in traffic as 
well as having dirt kicked up in their faces. 

"I also work especially hard schooling 
them in the gate—just common sense 
things, mostly. 

"Still, you don't make much money with 
2-year-oIds. Too many things set you back— 
bucked shins, snots, viruses." 

Currently 28 horses comprise the Bond 
stable. Twenty-two people are on his pay¬ 
roll. His general rule of thumb is that no 
groom be assigned to more than three hors¬ 
es. "That's plenty enough for anyone to han¬ 
dle properly," he said. "Any more than that 
and the horses suffer, and nothing's too 
good for my babies." 

In the left front pocket of the faded denim 
coat he wears in the early spring during 
morning hours is a constant supply of pep¬ 
permint wheels and butterscotch candies. 
When he examines each horse they instinc¬ 
tively duck their heads into that pocket. 
Bond then nuzzles each one affectionately 
and gives him a treat. 

He has a kind hand with a horse. He be¬ 
lieves it important to build a positive rapport 
between himself and young, often confused 
horses. His prize pupil was, of course. Cure 
the Blues, who demonstrated to the racing 
world the genius of Bond's ability. 

Royally-bred (by Stop the Music out of the 
Dr. Fager mare Quick Cure), Cure the Blues 
acted like an inbred rogue before Bond began 
training him. 

Rather than wrestle the horse into submis¬ 
sion, Bond instructed groom Henry Borden 
to "kill 'im with kindness." Whenever the 
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Long a respected horseman, Bemie 
Bond has had partleular success with 
2-year-olds, notah|y Cure the Blues. 


horse did the least thing right, Borden im¬ 
mediately rewarded him with a candy. 
"Went through $100 worth of peppermints 
on him alone, easily," confided Borden. 

"First two or three weeks we had Cure the 
Blues, he didn't even know how to gallop," 
said Bond. "It took an hour to put the bridle 
on him. But after weeks of fussing with him 
every day he got to the point where we could 
grab his ears without him going all to pieces. 

"Still, he hadn't showed us anything dur¬ 
ing morning workouts. We had a little ol' 
slow filly at that time—worst in the bam— 
and we breezed the two together, and he 
was nowhere near her. I said to myself a few 
times, 'No wonder (LeRoy) Jolley isn't train¬ 
ing this horse with Mr. Firestone's first string 
in New York.' I couldn't have given the 
horse away. He looked just no 'count. 

"One day I told the girl galloping him to 
take a stick with her to the track and when 
she got him up there to send the s.o.b. Well 
the fastest he had gone a half-mile was :52, 


and she hit him and he did a half in :46, and 
beat that filly from here to the next bam. That 
was the first time he came around looking 
like a race horse." 

Bond won all five starts he made with Cure 
the Blues, including a division of the Marl¬ 
boro Nursery Stakes and the Grade I Laurel 
Futurity, before he elected to return the 
horse to Jolley for his 3-year-old campaign. 

"I didn't want to drop everything I had in 
Maryland and pick up and go to Florida," he 
explained. "Thirty horses were waiting for 
me and I got to thinking about the owners 
who have stuck by me through good and bad 
through a lotta years. Heck, I was 64 years 
old, and besides Jolley had been through it 
all before with Honest Pleasure, General As¬ 
sembly and Genuine Risk. It had to be one of 
the hardest decisions in my life. 

"The day Cure the Blues won the Laurel 
Futurity I felt he could have beat any horse in 
training in America, he was so right."

Cure the Blues represented a pinnacle of 
achievement for Bond. He had taken a rogue 
colt and developed him into a leading pre- 
Derby favorite. Bond's stable and personal 
fortune had never before received such fa¬ 
vorable nationwide attention. 

Bond has long been one of Maryland's 
most respected horsemen. He won his first 
race more than 40 years ago on Maryland's 
half-mile circuit in 1939. 

SOon after graduating from Friends 
School, where he enjoyed an illustrious 
sports career, attaining All-Maryland status 
in football, basketball and lacrosse. Bond en¬ 
listed in the army. He fought in both the 
European and Asian theaters during World 
War II. In Europe, as part of the amphibious 
corps, he led the first group of Americans 
across the Rhine River into Germany. Later 
he was assigned to the Philippines. He left 
the army in 1945 with the rank of captain. 


During his five years of service he was 
awarded numerous medals and ribbons, in¬ 
cluding the Bronze Star. 

Upon his return, he worked for a number 
of years as assistant trainer to his brother 
Bowes, eight years his elder. Bowes condi¬ 
tioned a stable for their father. He gave 
Bemie his first couple of horses and sent him 
off on a career of his own. Bemie traveled the 
half-mile circuit for four or five years until he 
"graduated" to the milers. 

Bowes, 73, never ran the big claiming sta¬ 
ble that Bemie once opted for. Instead, as a 
general mle, he had millionaire owners with 
high quality stock. Bemie concentrated on 
middle-class owners with middle-class 
stock. 

His first stakes winner was a filly owned 
by Mrs. Jouett Shouse named Cinda, who 
won or placed in 12 stakes and earned 
$140,400. She beat colts as well as her filly 
peers and was generally regarded as the top 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly of 1952. 

Through the years Bond has been some¬ 
times characterized as a 2-year-old trainer 
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when, in fact, he has had equally as many 
top older horses to train. During the 1950's 
and 60's he ran a high-powered stable simi¬ 
lar to that of the present Big Three—King 
Leatherbury, Dick Du trow and Ron Alfano. 
As many as 64 horses were under his care at 
one time. "When you have that big an opera¬ 
tion," he said, "you spend as much time 
training your owners as you do your horses." 

Perhaps the nadir of his career was in the 
early 1970's when he was down to just three 
or four horses. The turning point came for 
him when Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Leviton 
came up with the multiple stakes winners 
Gala Double ($173,423) and Gala Lil 
($358,368) in the 1973 and 1974 campaigns, 
respectively. 

Today Bond receives regular telephone 
calls from people like Bert Firestone (for 
whom he still trains), asking for a second 
opinion on the training regime for his Derby 
prospect D'Accord. 

Bond's theories on developing a classic 
horse are generally to race colts arduously, 
allowing them to stand or fall on their own 
laurels. Fillies, on the other hand, because of 
their difference in build and disposition, are 
handled more delicately. 

When Firestone purchased stakes-win- 
ning Privacy last winter he asked Bond to 
examine the filly for him. After Bemie nod¬ 
ded his approval. Firestone struck a deal 
with her owner, C. Oliver Goldsmith. 

The latest crop of 2-year-olds in Bond's 
bam will have to be a superlative bunch 
to surpass the accomplishments of the class 
of 1981. Last year both Happy Hooligan 
and Laughing Gull were stakes winners 
while Martie's Double and French And Bold 
were stakes-placed. Additionally, 3-year- 
old Dance Pavilion, owned by Bond in part¬ 
nership with Mrs. Tom Barry, is stakes- 
placed in 1982. 

Best of the new lot, or at least the most 
precocious so far, is the handsome 16.1- 
hand Rollicking colt Preservation Hall, a 
half-brother to stakes-placed Aztec Crown 
($73,190). Another prominent youngster is 
Dancing Dooley, full brother to Happy Hoo¬ 
ligan ($47,253). Other promising 2-year-olds 
are the colts Cave Man, Xylophone, Full Fig, 
Not Under, Rushing Water, Togus Talks and 
New Member. The fillies include Gala Jubi- 
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lee. Singing Susan, Gibson Time, Boating 
Party and Laughing Gull's full sister. Wing 
on Wing. 

"One thing I would like to do before retir¬ 
ing," said Bond, "would be to get eight to ten 
2-year-olds and not have any idea who their 
sires and dams are or how much somebody 
paid for them. I am talking about legitimate 
horses, not someone's culls. If I don't know 
anything about them then I won't be pre¬ 
judiced and pamper the $250,000 colt with 
candy when he should be reprimanded. Just 
like children, if you have one that's misbe¬ 
having, you should correct him. 

"Let me train each one and see how he 
does. Just before they come out of the start¬ 
ing gate in their first race, then tell me what 
their breeding is and how much they are 
worth. 

"I think the results would be pretty inter¬ 
esting. I know several trainers who have said 
the same thing to me on numerous occa¬ 
sions." 

To Bond, these youngsters are part of his 
family. He is with them seven days a week, 
several hours each day. Bond and his wife, 
Betty, have one daughter, Jackie, who lives 
with her husband and five children in Chi¬ 
cago. Betty is highly knowledgable about 
their stable, having for years helped with the 
bookwork. 

Dr. Robert A. Leonard, managing partner 
of Glade Valley Farms and longtime patron 
of Bond's, has known the veteran horseman 
about as long as anyone in Maryland. 

"Bemie and I have been friends since I 
worked as the racing commission vet in the 
1950's," said Dr. Leonard. "He is a thorough 
horseman and an excellent judge of a horse's 
ability and value. 

"One of the first horses I sent him was 
Martinetta and through the years he trained 
her stakes-winning sons Rollicking and Gala 
Harry. Her latest starter, Martie's Double, 
was ranked on the 1981 Experimental Hand¬ 
icap. Martinetta is now 21 and he is training 
her granddaughters. Bemie has played a 
major role in Glade Valley's success. 

"Bemie has no hobbies—doesn't play golf 
or cards or even go sailing—he trains horses, 
period. He is absolutely dedicated to his pro¬ 
fession and, thank goodness, he is damn 
good at it." □ 
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Appolinax, Beech Prince 
Win At Elkridge-Haifoid

Two timber stars added their names to 
the list of Maryland Hunt Cup prospects 
when they won at the Elkridge-Harford 
point-to-point races, held at Mrs. Edward S. 
Voss' Atlanta Hall Farm in Harford county 
on the first Saturday in April. They were 
Appolinax, the big gray from Virginia, and 
Maryland's own Beech Prince, a lovely bay 
gelding owned and ridden by Jack S. Gris¬ 
wold. 

Appolinax, winner of the S. Lurman 
Stewart Memorial, is owned by George Ohr- 
strom of The Plains, Va., whose varied in¬ 
terests include The Chronicle of the Horse, a 
weekly magazine published in Middleburg, 
and a string of jumpers. The stylish looking 
gray gelding by Festive Dancer out of Crack¬ 
er had made two previous starts this spring, 
winning the Cheshire Bowl in Pennsylvania 
and finishing second at Blue Ridge, Va. 


Weather and a rash of scratches reduced 
the Stewart entries to four starters. Wind 
whipped over the pastures at Atlanta Hall 
and heavy, rain-soaked clouds hung over¬ 
head as the small crowd watched Patrick 
Smith wick and Bobby Hale send the four off. 
Turney McKnight on his own Tong set a 
slow pace in the heavy going, followed by 
Mrs. William Whitescarver's Treasure Is¬ 
land, Charles Fenwick Jr. up. Next came the 
stablemates Christmas, owned by Mrs. 
Charles Bird Jr. and ridden by Ann Kelly, 
and Appolinax with John Coles. Both horses 
are conditioned by Betty Bird. 

On the second trip around the three-mile 
course. Treasure Island took command pas¬ 
sing the judges' wagon. Moving downhill 
after they cleared the big jumps near the 
Vosses' bams, Tong continued to drop back 
while Appolinax moved up to challenge the 
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leader. He caught Charlie and the 7-year-old 
gelding going into the last of the 18 fences, 
which they took together. Appolinax soared, 
but Treasure Island rapped it hard, taking 
out the top board. Faltering ever so slightly. 
Treasure Island raced uphill, but was unable 
to withstand the speed of Appolinax who 
galloped on to win by half a length. 

Rider John Coles of Keswick, Va., works 
for Mr. Ohrstrom in Middleburg. Last May 
he broke his back in a fall from a 2-year-old, 
so Toinette Jackson finished the season on 
Appolinax. Returning to racing this spring at 
Blue Ridge, John has an enviable record— 
two victories and one second. 'This race,"

he said, "was slow because everybody was 
cautious with the ground so soft after the 
morning rain. Appolinax put in one or two 
poor fences where he stood off too far, but 
otherwise he jumped well." 

Despite the weather, 40-year-old Jay Gris¬ 
wold enjoyed a banner day. After riding his 
18-year-old campaigner Coney Island to vic¬ 
tory in the Elkridge-Harford old-fashioned 
race in the morning. Jay teamed with Beech 
Prince to win the Edward S. Voss Memorial 
for the third consecutive year. 

Beech Prince and Mrs. June McKnight's 
Commissioner Jim, her son Turney up, set 
the early pace. After circling the course once. 
Beech Prince passed Commissioner Jim in 
one huge leap over the post and rail next to 
the Vosses' driveway. Behind the bams they 
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Elkridge-Harford continued 

raced, followed by Charlie Fenwick on Dan 
Brewster's Sweet Lightning and Cary Jack¬ 
son's Double Jayhawk, R.P.S. (Buzz) Han- 
num riding. Beech Prince gained ground 
steadily as he rounded the final turn at the 
lowest point in the course and started the 
long climb uphill to the finish. Effortlessly, 
he eased across the finish line, victor by 10 
lengths over Commissioner Jim, with Dou¬ 
ble Jayhawk third and Sweet Lightning 
fourth. 

Afterward neither Beech Prince nor his 
rider appeared winded. In fact, the 12-year- 
old gelding dropped his head and tore off a 
mouthful of grass as silver trophies were 
piled in Jay's arms. One of them was the 
Edward S. Voss Memorial perpetual trophy, 
honoring the master of Elkiidge-Harford 
from 1937 to 1969. 

Jay commented, "The slow pace was prob¬ 
ably due to a combination of sticky going and 
Beech Prince's habit of being so fussy about 
his jumps. He has to have everything his 
own way." 

The ladies' race did not fill, so the final 
event of the day was the B. Frank Christmas 
Memorial for maidens. With only two start¬ 
ers, it became an exhibition of jumping by 
the eventual winner, Peter S. Thompson's 
Shy Donald with William Chewning up, and 
Pick a Repeater, owned by Mrs. Donald Cul¬ 
ver and ridden by her son Charles Fenwick. 
The two stayed close together throughout 
the race, jumping the last fence head to head 
before Shy Donald, a handsome gray, pulled 
away to win by a length. 

No sooner had Bill Chewning received the 
trophies than rain fell from those ever-pres¬ 
ent clouds. In no time at all, Mrs. Voss' field 
was empty. Rain beat down as the red and 
white flags on the fences snapped in the 
wind. □

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Doug Worrall Wins 
Howard County Cup 
With Squarely Rich

spite of a cold, blustery wind blowing 
in his face, Squarely Rich came from last 
place to win going away in the 39th running 
of the Howard County Cup for his owner/ 
rider Douglas Worrall, 43. It was a thrilling 
end of a fine race as hunt meetings opened in 
the Baltimore area before a small and chilled 
crowd at Meriwether Farm on the last Satur¬ 
day in March. 

The Howard County Cup, three miles 
over 20 fences, was the featured race of five 
on the well-filled program. 

Four horses started in the feature and at 
the fourth fence Turney McKnight on his 
7-year-old gelding Tong passed the leader, 
Mrs. Elisabeth Todd's talented Art Dom, 
John Bosley IV up. Achsah O'Donovan's 
High Deeds, ridden by Charles C. Fenwick 
Jr., was third while Squarely Rich trailed. 

Then, as the leaders cleared the sixth. 
High Deeds pecked. The gelding took out a 
rail in the eleventh and finally hooked his 
front feet in the fifteenth and went down. 
That lowered panel in the eleventh fence 
proved to be an early Easter present for 
Squarely Rich because, on the last trip 
around the figure-eight course, the eleventh 
became the twentieth or final jump and 
Squarely Rich was the only contestant to find 
the lowered obstacle. 


After chasing Tong for over two miles. Art 
Dom closed as he approached the final turn 
so that both horses were head and head into 
the last two fences. Tong and Art Dom chose 
to jump full panels and they appeared to 
have clinched the race when Squarely Rich 
darted through the lowered portion of the 
jump. Doug Worrall flailed away with his 
whip as his bay gelding leaped forward and 
scurried up the hill past the others to win. 
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Small crowd found weather too cold for comfort 
but wind wasn't noticed by happy Doug and 
Margaret Worrall (left) after Squarely Rich's win. 

This victory was Squarely Rich's initial 
outing for 1982 in what is only his second 
year of racing. He appeared vastly improved 
over 1981. Doug explained, "Last year we 
were second here (Howard County), third at 
Potomac, fourth at Middleburg and we fell at 
My Lady's Manor. Then I hunted him with 
Green Spring to get ready for racing. 

"I bought him two years ago when he was 
6. He'd bucked his shins at the track and 
been turned out for some time. When I got 
him, I had to break him all over again. He's 
by ’^Monterrico II and a brother of Treasure 
Island (Mrs. William Whitescarver's 1980 
winner of the John Rush Streett Memorial.)" 
Doug is a partner in the Baltimore law firm of 
Smith, Somerville and Case. He won at 
Howard County in 1952 when he was 13 on 
Bittersweet and again ten years later on 
Scandanus. 

Weather invariably intrudes on the early 
spring races in Howard county. In past years 
there has been rain, but this year it was 
wind—a cold, fierce gale that whipped over 
the course and rattled teeth as well as ice 


cubes in would-be picknickers' glasses. Tail¬ 
gate parties were for only the hardiest of 
spectators. With a windchill hovering in the 
teens, it was a brave soul who ventured out¬ 
side his car. Horses, too, felt the chill. Heads 
up, with jets of steam coming out of their 
nostrils, they danced in the paddock and 
pranced to the start, trying to keep warm. 

The second timber race, the Alda Qark 
Challenge Plate, was won by Jeremy 
Church's Perfect Mac, a 6-year-old gelding 
who was ridden by Charles Fenwick. They 
were five lengths in front of George P. Ma¬ 
honey Jr.'s Old Ralph and John Bosley while 
in third place was Mrs. Ben Griswold FV's 
Anvil with Ben Griswold up. Mrs. June Mc- 
Knight's Commissioner Jim, ridden by her 
son Turney, was fourth. The only other 
starter, William Tickle's First Frolic, fell at the 
tenth fence, but his rider, Duncan Patterson, 
was not seriously hurt. Perfect Mac took 
command after the tenth and won decisively. 

Three started in the Founders Cup, for 
foxhunters not considered ready for regular 
point-to-point competition. Pharaoh Danc¬ 
er, however, has been a perennial entry at 
Howard county where his rapid style has 
brought chills of apprehension to those who 
watched him hurl himself at fences. At 14, he 
appeared calmer this year, finishing third 
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Howard County continued 



with his owner/rider Norman Fraley aboard. 
The race was won by Charles Conaway Jr. on 
his own Toasted Lightly while Donald Shep¬ 
herd and In-For-A-Tag were second. 

In two flat races, Howard county offered 
horsemen a chance to condition a future hur¬ 
dle contender or let a friend enjoy himself. 
Such was the case with Timbuktu, who 
clearly enjoyed winning the Sharp Mile for 
his owners. Dr. and Mrs. William Wright, 
with Holly Mitten, 17, aboard. Holly came 
from off the pace, took aim on the leader, 
Charles Heekin's Too Tall Tom, and fired 
Timbuktu in the final few yards to win easily. 
Kathee Rengert on George Arrowsmith's 
Wine Scandal was third. This year Timbuk¬ 
tu's record is consistency itself, including 
wins at Casanova, Rappahannock and Po¬ 
tomac.

To spectators, she ap¬ 
peared to win by half a length, but the plac¬ 
ing judges decreed otherwise and named 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps' Fabulous Time, a hur¬ 
dler, and Bill Martin winners by a nostril. 
Double Recipe was second and Rushmore 
Marriner's Elesha was third, ridden by Wil¬ 
liam Chewning. □

Ashes At Pimlico 

The ashes of 75-year-old horse racing fan 
Anthony Cossentino were spread in the 
Preakness winner's circle at Pimlico last 
month. His wife, Angela, said that Mr. Cos¬ 
sentino had been a racegoer for 60 years. "He 
was a native Baltimorean and a tailor by 
trade," said the widow. "Up until he retired, 
he just went to the tracks on Saturdays. But 
when he didn't have to work any longer, he 
went almost every day." 

Mr. Cossentino is the sixth person to have 
his ashes put to rest at the Maryland Jockey 
Qub track. 

OTW Accord Reached 

Pimlico Race Course and Maryland horse¬ 
men have reached a revenue-sharing agree¬ 
ment which will allow other tracks around 
the country to take wagers on the 107th run¬ 
ning of the Preakness Stakes at Pimlico May 
15. 

The other-track-wagering (OTW) agree¬ 
ment was reached in a series of meetings 
between Pimlico treasurer Ben Cohen and 
Fendall M. Qagett, president of the Mary¬ 
land division of the Horsemen's Benevolent 
and Protective Association. 

General Manager Chick Lang said as 
many as 15 tracks have requested permission 
from Pimlico to accept bets on the Preakness 
at their respective tracks. 
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Last year three Western tracks—Centen¬ 
nial, Longacres and Yakima Meadows— 
were given rights on the Preakness at no cost 
after Pimlico and the horsemen could not 
agree on a split of the revenues. This year the 
revenues will be divided evenly. 

An agreement also was reached to allow 
the New York Off-Track Betting Corporation 
(OTB) to take bets from Pimlico on the Preak¬ 
ness and on Tuesdays for the entire 60-day 
meeting. OTB conducts wagering on races 
from other tracks on Tuesdays when the 
New York track is idle. 

Cornell Horse Course 

Cornell University's Adult Education pro¬ 
gram will offer a one-week course in horse 
care and management, July 4 -10. 

Covered will be nutritional requirements, 
equine diseases, reproductive anatomy, ge¬ 
netics, broodmare and stallion management, 
mare and foal care, parasite control, lame¬ 
ness and farm management.

Strange Parentage 

An eight-month-old foal at Washington 
State University has a most unique set of 
parents. The filly was sired by an Arabian, 
conceived by a Quarter Horse and foaled by 
a Tennessee Walker. 

Produced by ova transfer, the filly (named 
T Squared) is the result of a natural cover of 
her dam by an Arabian stallion. But seven 
days after the Quarter Horse mare con¬ 
ceived, a fertilized ova was flushed from the 


mare's uterus by Drs. Richard L. Torbeck 
and W. Duane Mickelsen, members of 
Washington State's Department of Veteri¬ 
nary Clinical Medicine and Surgery. 

That egg (after being located in a petri 
dish) was placed in the uterus of a Tennessee 
Walker owned by the university. The Ten¬ 
nessee Walker carried the fetus full term and 
11 months later delivered "her" daughter. 

Banning, Schwartz Reappointed 

Governor Hughes has reappointed the 
chairmen of both the Thoroughbred and 
Harness boards of the Maryland Racing 
Commission for second five-yea^rms. 

Robert W. Banning and Ben'’Schwartz, 
chairmen of the two boards, both gained 
their positions five years ago. Banning was 
appointed by Marvin Mandel and Schwartz 
by Blair Lee. They are the first members of 
either of the five-person boards to gain reap¬ 
pointment during the Hughes administra¬ 
tion. 

Also appointed to the Thoroughbred 
Board of the Marvland Racing Commission 
last month was William Furey, a lawyer from 
Montgomery county. 

Since taking office. Governor Hughes has 
appointed at approximately one-year inter¬ 
vals C. A. Porter Hopkins, retired judge Ken¬ 
neth C. Proctor and retired judge Ralph W. 
Powers. The term of the fifth member, J. Neil 
McCardell, will expire next year. 

Mr. Hopkins, a former state senator, re¬ 
cently resigned because of his decision to run 
for congress. Mr. Furey has been named by 
the governor to fill out Hopkins' unexpired 
term which ends in 1985.

Arthur L. Pineau 

Arthur L. Pineau, a breeder and owner of 
Thoroughbreds for more than 40 years, died 
last month at a Baltimore hospital following a 
heart attack. He was 59 years old. 

Mr. Pineau, who lived in Towson, owned 
an amusement arcade in Ocean City and had 
owned the Famous Ballroom in Baltimore 
during the big band era. A native of Lowell, 
Mass., he had moved to Maryland in 1946. 

His son. Dr. A. Leonard Pineau Jr., is a 
small animal veterinarian who is also the 
owner of Three Pines Farm in Glyndon. 

Mary B. Hecht 

Mary B. Hecht, a member of the Baltimore 
family which founded the Hecht department 
stores, died in Miami last month following a 
heart attack. Ms. Hecht, 69, was a sister of 
the late Henry H. Hecht who maintained a 
successful Maryland-based stable up until 
his death seven years ago. 

Ms. Hecht's most successful horse was 
Sadair, one of the nation's top 2-year-olds in 
1964. The Baltimore-bom sportswoman 
lived at Belle Meade Island in Miami. 


Maryland-Bred Honored 

Native Flower, bred in Maryland by 
Charles Hancock, will be honored next 
month with a Sovereign Award as the best 
broodmare of 1981 residing in Canada. 

The 14-year-old mare is by Restless Native 
out of Valerie J. by Great Circle. 

The award, which is the Canadian equiva¬ 
lent to this country's Eclipse, will be made on 
May 7 in Toronto to Lois Bennett, the mare's 
present owner. 

Native Flower's great year was almost to¬ 
tally attributable to Frost King, her 4-year- 
old son (by Ruritania). Frost King earned 
nearly $300,000 in 1981, pushing his lifetime 
totals above the $400,000 mark. 
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New Commissioner 

William Furey, a Montgomery county at¬ 
torney, was appointed to the Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Commission this month by Governor 
Hughes. Mr. Furey will succeed Porter Hop¬ 
kins who recently resigned so that he could 
campaign for a seat in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Mr. Furey's appointment must be ap¬ 
proved by the state Senate. When con¬ 
firmed, he will serve out the balance of Hop¬ 
kins' term which expires in 1985. 

The 52-year-old lawyer will be the only 
Republican on the five-man Thoroughbred 
Board of the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Garden State Fire 

Mr. and Mrs. Arnold Willcox's 4-year-old 
filly Native Plunder was killed in a bam fire 
at Garden State Park early this month. Na¬ 
tive Plunder, valued at $1 million, was the 
only horse destroyed but four others were 
injured. All of the casualties are owned by 
the Willcox family and trained by Benny Per¬ 
kins. 

Nineteen other horses were in the same 
bam but escaped without injury. The fire 
was extinguished in about 30 minutes, 
thanks to a sprinkler system which kept the 
blaze from spreading until firefighters ar¬ 
rived. 

The injured horses include Ask Me How, 
4; Noble Name, 4; Hit Parade, 3, and Airline, 
2. Values of from $300,000 to $85,000 were 
placed on each of these horses. The Will- 
coxes, who live in Bethesda, sent the injured 
mnners to the New Bolton Center for treat¬ 
ment.

Jane W. Neilson of New Windsor was re¬ 
elected president of the Maryland Pony 
Breeders, Inc. at its annual meeting held 
March 28 in Westminster. 

Re-elected to serve with Miss Neilson, 
who breeds Welsh ponies, were Mrs. Carl B. 
Stein, Reisterstown (Crossbreds), vice presi¬ 
dent; Mrs. George Slade, Westminster 
(Welsh), secretary; Mrs. Ann Michaels, Bal¬ 
timore (Crossbreds), assistant secretary; and 
Mrs. Jean Brown, Rocky Ridge (Shetlands), 
treasurer.

Commission 
Upholds Its Rules 
On Split Vote

At issue before the Maryland Racing 
Commission at its March 31 meeting was 
whether or not a claim should be invalidated 
because the horse was listed on the program 
as a colt when in actual fact he was a gelding. 

In its own rule book, the Maryland Racing 
Commission has this regulation in the sec¬ 
tion headed "Qaiming:" 

"Responsibility for Determining Sex of 
Horse. Notwithstanding any designation of 
sex appearing on the racing program or in 
any racing publication, the claimant of a 
horse shall be solely responsible for deter¬ 
mining the sex of the horse claimed." 

The claimant of the horse (Field Monkey) 
was Ann Cassidy who was represented at 
the hearing by her trainer, Frank Calvo, and 
their lawyer. Not present were the owner 
(R.F. Procopio) and trainer (King Leather- 
bury) who lost Field Monkey to Ms. Cassidy 
on March 5 at Bowie. 

Field Monkey was on that date a first-time 
starter competing in a maiden $5,000 claimer. 

He finished seventh in a field of 11. 

When Mr. Calvo got Field Monkey back to 
his bam, he discovered two things: He was 
not a colt (as shown on the official program) 

. . . and he was lame. 

Calvo notified the stewards that he want¬ 
ed the claim voided because he thought he 
was claiming a colt, not a gelding. The stew¬ 
ards informed him what the mle book said 
and rejected his petition. Mr. Calvo then ap¬ 
pealed the stewards' mling to the Maryland 
Racing Commission. 

Fendall Clagett, president of the regional 
division of the Horsemen's Benevolent and 
Protective Association, testified on behalf of 
Calvo. Fred Colwill, Maryland's head stew¬ 
ard, gave testimony supporting his own ear¬ 
lier decision.

Under questioning from assistant attorney 
general Alan Foreman, Mr. Qagett said that 
there would probably have been no com¬ 
plaint from Mr. Calvo had Field Monkey 
been a sound horse. 

Mr. Colwill was more specific. He said that 
one of the Maryland Racing Commission's 
veterinarians had recently examined Field 
Monkey and discovered that the horse had a 
bowed tendon. 

There were only three commissioners pre¬ 
sent for the hearing. They were chairman 
Bob Banning, J. Neil McCardell and Ralph 
W. Powers. Absent was Kenneth C. Proctor. 
(The commission normally has a member¬ 
ship of five but Governor Hughes had not 
filled the vacancy created by Porter Hopkins' 
resignation.) 

Mr. McCardell made much of the fact that 
the claimant had ho opportunity to examine 
Field Monkey before the race. In other 
words, Mr. Calvo was not able to get on his 
knees and look up under the horse to see 
whether or not his testicles were present. 

The commissioner, apparently surprised, 
asked Calvo if he really claimed the horse 
without first examining him. "I can't go in 
the man's bam," replied an equally sur¬ 
prised Calvo. 

Mr. McCardell shook his head. To him, it 
didn't seem fair, somehow. 

Trying to get the hearing back on course, 
Mr. Powers said that he respectfully dis¬ 
agreed with his colleague's sentiments. 

"We have to make judgments on the basis 
of mles," said retired judge Powers. "To me, 
this case is like some people playing poker. 
Before the game starts, they decide that 
deuces are wild. Then one of them draws 
three deuces. And his opponent gets up and 
says 'Oh, no, I don't like that. Let's say 
deuces aren't wild.' " 

McCardell then said: "Because of a mle, 
am I bound to vote against my own con¬ 
science? No, not me." 

Neither of the other commissioners shared 
his view. 

Powers made a motion that the stewards' 
mling be upheld. Banning seconded the mo¬ 
tion which carried on a vote of 2 to 1. □

In the Politely the 3-year-old Lord Gaylord filly 
trounced a field of ten other Maryland-bred fillies, 
including stakes winners Inclavatating and Jove's 
Lady. She practically fell out of the gate on top as 
she began numbling her rivals. Chart notes from 
the race said: "Swift Attraction broke well and 
hustled to a quick lead, was set down entering the 
stretch and impressively increased her advantage 
in the drive while being hand ridden." 

Swift Attraction is a $30,000 graduate of the 1980 
Eastern Fall Sale. ' At the time that was an awful 
lot of money to pay for a Lord Gaylord," said 
owner Jim Lewis. "But she was real pretty and I 
guess that is why she brought so much. After 
buying her I began thinking who should I get to 
train her? The last thing I wanted was someone 
who would stick her in the back of the bam be¬ 
cause she was a Lord Gaylord. I immediately 
thought of Lord Avie's trainer, Danny Perlsweig." 

When Perlsweig left for Florida last fall he left 
Swift Attraction in the competent hands of his 
son, Mark. In her debut at Keystone on Febmary 
19 she demonstrated the ability of a stakes horse, 
winning handily by nine lengths. She came right 
back to win decisively at Bowie in her second start. 
The crowd made her 4-to-5 favorite for the Politely. 

Swift Attraction enjoyed a two-length advantage 
over Fun Evening after completing the first quar¬ 
ter-mile in :23. After a half-mile in :45%, she held a 
four-length lead over Fun Evening, who tired and 
finished fifth. Swift Attraction's six-furlong time 
of 1:10% set a new Politely Stakes record. Finish¬ 
ing a distant second was Eager Beaverette, a head 
in front of Town Majesty. 

Her effort in the Flirtation Stakes made believers 
out of any remaining dissenters. Although 
bumped slightly at the start, she gained the pace 
bv the first quarter-mile and was never headed, 
rier Flirtation triumph was her first added-money 
victory in open stakes com]:)etition. Finishing sec¬ 
ond was Tough to Touch, who topped the show 
horse, French and Bold, by a nose. The six-furlong 
winning time of 1:10% was four-fifths of a second 
faster than Double Gate Lady's winning time last 
year. 

Breeder of Swift Attraction is Mrs. Elizabeth 
Nichols. The dam of Swift Attraction is the *Tudor 
Grey mare Tudor Beauty. Currently Tudor Beauty 
has a yearling colt bv Dancing Count and is in foal 
to Ambemash. 

Swift Attraction is the sixth stakes winner for her 
sire Lord Gaylord. His other top performer in 1982 
is multiple stakes-winning Lady Dean, winner of 
six consecutive races, three of them stakes. Lord 
Gaylord stands at private treaty at J. W.Y. Martin 
Jr.'s Worthington Farms, near Glyndon. 

"Swift Attraction is the first horse I have raced for 
a couple of years," said Lewis. "It's hard to come 
up with a good horse—so much luck is involved. 
But it sure is great to come back and see all my old 
friends at the race track under circumstances like 
these."

Named for the famed Italian breeder-owner-train¬ 
er of champions Nearco and *Ribot, the $75,000 
Federico Tesio Stakes was the richest Maryland 
Fund stakes ever run. Eleven Maryland-bred 3- 
year-old colts and geldings contested the 1 Ms- 
mile race. Headliners in the race were Turkeli 
Farms' Tayfun, 12-length winner of a Tesio prep 
race, Bayard Sharp's Northrop, a stakes-placed 
Northern Dancer colt, and the 1982 stakes-placed 
performers Count Disco and Dance Pavilion. 

As anticipated, Letrado, a two-time stakes win¬ 
ner in 19te (who is also nominated for the Preak- 
ness Stakes), set the pace through the first half- 
mile. At that point H. Morton Rosen's Hush Hush 
Hash went to the front, opening a IV 2 -length ad- 
van ta^ by the stretch call. In deep stretch Hush 
Hush Hash repelled the late charge of Count Disco 
to prevail by a nose. Dance Pavilion was third, 
beaten 2V4 lengths. Running time for the Tesio 
Stakes was 1:46%. 

Hush Hush Hash is a homebred product of Ben¬ 
ray Farm. The dark bay or brown colt is by Arctic 
Hash, who stood at Benray from 1973 (when he 
entered stud) until the fall of 1978 when he was 
sold to Belfonte Stud and shipped to Japan. The 
colt's dam is Hush Hush, by Groton, who has also 
produced the winners Tropic Wave ($17,960), 
Benray Boy ($9,220) and Hush Handsome 
($4,079). 

Hush Hush Hash is the first stakes winner for 
Baltimore attorney H. Morton Rosen, 54, owner of 
Benray Farm since the mid-1960's. Rosen named 
the 105-acre Westminster, Md., farm for his 
grandparents, Benjamin and Rae Green. Rosen 
has enjoyed a distinguished law career in Balti¬ 
more.

One of the brightest stars of the 1982 racing season 
is Ladv Dean. The 4-year-old daughter of Lord 
Gavlord and the Traffic Judge mare Lady Provost 
is unbeaten in her last six starts. Her winning 
string includes two Grade III handicaps, the Bar¬ 
bara Fritchie and the Distaff. 


In the $50,000 Distaff Handicap she competed 
against the likes of stakes winners Viva Sec, West- 
port Native, In Our Time and Contrary Rose. For 
Contrarv Rose, a Marvland-bred winner of 
$335,262, the Distaff was her 61st and final start, 
she having been retired to be bred to Waguely 
Noble this spring. 


Lady Dean raced off the pace set by Westport 
Native through the earlv going of the seven-fur¬ 
long race. She grabbed the lead entering the 
stretch and drew away to score by VA lengths 
over Westport Native. Finishing third was Raise 
'n Dance, beaten a nose for second. The winner's 
time for the race was 1:23%. 


Ladv Provost, dam of Ladv Dean, placed in the 
New York Handicap and was a winner of four 
races. She has produced four winners including 
the Kauai King fillies Kauai Ladv ($14,792) and 
Kauai Belle ($16,721), as well as the Be Somebody 
colt Be Somebody's Son ($13,562). Currently she 
has a 3-year-old full sister to Lady Dean named 
Small Gavlord. 


Lord Gaylord stands as property of a svndicate at 
J.W.Y. Martin Jr.'s Worthington Farms. He is one 
of the hottest sires in the country at the present 
time with an unbelievable record of six stakes 
winners from just 22 starters. His book is over¬ 
subscribed for the 1982 season.

Double Reefed coutinned 

Double Reefed, steeplechasing's leading mohey 
winner in 1981, made a successful 1982 debut over 
jumps, winning the $25,000 Delta Airlines Cup 
last month in Atlanta, Ga. In a three-horse photo. 
Double Reefed was a short half-length winner 
over John K. Griggs' Daddy Dumpling. Zaccio, 
last year's Eclipse champion 'chaser, was third, 
beaten a neck tor place. For Zaccio, the race was 
his second straight setback of the season. 

Double Reefed began his career on the flat, cam¬ 
paigning for Dr. Robert A. Leonard for two years 
with his principal victory coming in the 1979 
Prince Georges Stakes. Later he was sold privately 
to George Strawbridge. The latter's trainer, Jona¬ 
than Sheppard, liked the horse's breeding be¬ 
cause he had trained 1979 Eclipse champion 
jumper Martie's Dou b le , who was bred to the 
_- 


same nick as Double Reefed (by Spring Double 
and out of a Martins Rullah mare). 

Martinetta, dam of Double Reefed, was bought 
privately by Mrs. Robert A. Leonard from W.R. 
Gaul and raced two seasons for Mrs. Leonard. 
Martinetta has become one of Glade Valley Farms' 
finest mares. In addition to Double Reefed, she 
has produced the stakes winners Rollicking and 
Gala Harry. The former is a leading sire, while the 
latter is a popular young stallion whose first crop 
are now 2-year-olds. Martinetta's latest starter, 
3-year-old Martie's Double, is stakes-placed and 
was ranked on the 1981 Experimental Handicap. 
Spring Double, a stakes winner himself of 
$438,317, has sired 16 stakes winners, including 
three last year. His best known get are Maryland- 
bred champion Gala Lil, prominent young stallion 
Double Zeus and Eclipse champion Martie's Dou¬ 
ble. The svndicated stallion stands at Glade Valley 
Farms, near Frederick, Md.

Man of Rhythm, Cinzano 
Big Winners At Potomac

Six starters went postward in the Po¬ 
tomac Hunt race meeting's featured Potomac 
Plate, an open timber race which offered, in 
addition to the challenge trophy and a $1,000 
purse, points toward the 1982 Governor's 
Cup. 

The 1981 winner, A1 Smith Jr.'s Mona Hill, 
opened up a 20-length early lead on the 
muddy three-mile course until challenged 
by Randy Rouse's Bright Answer, Dr. Wil¬ 
liam McCormick up, who took over going up 
the far hill. Opting for a steadier pace were 
Roman Hunt with Don Yovanovich and Hil¬ 
ary Thompson on Man of Rhythm. They 
closed in on the two leaders at the start of the 
second lap and turned the romp into what 
promised to be a real horse race. 

Thompson allowed Roman Hunt to hold 
the lead until the fifteenth fence, when Man 
of Rhythm outjumped Roman Hunt and 
went into high gear. Three fences and a half- 
mile later they crossed the finish line a good 
20 lengths ahead of Roman Hunt, with 
Bright Answer another five lengths behind. 

Owned by Roy (Tennessee) Graham, Man 
of Rhythm put his master on the ground at 
Casanova, breaking his collar bone. Since 
then, Hilary Thompson, an attractive blonde 
who is a '77 graduate of Oldfields School, 
has been working with him. It is the first 
season over timber for Thompson as well as 
for Man of Rhythm, who scored in his third 
try. His rider had registered two wins at 
Warrenton the day before the Potomac races. 

Asked about her background, Thompson 
said she is a native of the Virgin Islands and 


started riding there "on a donkey." Man of 
Rhythm won over hurdles during the '81 
season and, according to his owner, "I ran 
him on the flat at Charles Town prior to 
that." 

The Potomac Cup, run over the same 
three-mile timber course, incorporated the 
Seven Comers Challenge Trophy owner- 
rider competition, plus the Charles E. Paine 
Memorial Trophy. Predictably, the Virginia 
gentleman Randy Rouse, astride his Cin¬ 
zano, registered his ninth win since the in¬ 
ception of this race in 1961. 

David Semmes on Lazy Condor left the 
starting post like he had been stung by a 
swarm of bees but Rouse assessed the situa¬ 
tion, taking the lead at the fifth of the 18- 
fence course. Two other entries. Pharaoh 
Dancer with Norman Fraley and Peter Jay on 
Bold Chandar, were an estimated 30 lengths 
behind. Cinzano increased his lead to a com¬ 
fortable 20 lengths after taking out a rail on 
the seventh and by the time he and Rouse 
crossed the finish line a half-mile out front 
the race had become ho-hum for the 2,500 
spectators. But the joy of watching a horse 
like Cinzano, ridden by a mid-sixtyish jock¬ 
ey, incited the crowd to rousing cheers. 
Pharaoh Dancer was second with Bold 
Chandar a distant third. 

Holding an armload of silver following the 
presentation in the winner's circle. Rouse 
remarked, "He has never lost for me." It was 
Cinzano's eighth attempt over timber. The 
winning time of 6:48.2 was three seconds 
faster than what Man of Rhythm clocked in 
the open timber. 
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The General H.H. Semmes Challenge 
Trophy featured a $1,500 purse and attracted 
eight entries. Culminating a true family ef¬ 
fort, Bemie Houghton rode his cousin's 11- 
year-old bay gelding Irish Reports to a three- 
length win over Casey Hamilton on A1 Smith 
Jr.'s Bol Hill. "My cousin Jenny owns him 
and my uncle Eddie Houghton trains him," 
an elated Bemie remarked following the 
race. Irish Reports had won at Rappahan¬ 
nock and had come in second at Casanova 
and Blue Ridge this year, his second over 
hurdles. 

Balantic, Speedy Smithwick up, out- 
jumped Charlie Fenwick on Henry's Secret 
at the fifth hurdle, gaining a three-length 
lead which he held to finish first in the maid¬ 
en hurdle event. Charles Hamilton's Mighty 
Nation was second with Henry's Secret run¬ 
ning third. 

The closest race of the day was won by 
Pala Mountain, who crossed the line with 
Bemie Houghton a shy half-length in front 
of Double Recipe and Toinette Jackson in the 
$500 Great Elm Challenge Trophy, a mile 
and a quarter open flat. Eighteen entries 
necessitated a split race, the second division 
providing an easy win for Timbuktu, also 
ridden by Toinette Jackson. Since the fastest 
time was clocked by Pala Mountain he was 
declared the winner of the trophy. Jerry Gil- 
1am rode his own Red Gate to win the Alice 
Keech Plate Challenge Trophy, the other flat 
on the program. 

In For A Tag, a Casanova Hunt entry rid¬ 
den by owner Donald Shepherd, won the 
two and a half-mile foxhunter's timber race 
by a length over Woods Winants on First Jim. 

Missy Lankier and Lynn Gramley on Mag¬ 
ic and Amos, representing Potomac Hunt, 
won the optimum time and the Anne Christ¬ 
mas Perpetual Trophy in the foxhunters' pair 
race. Gordon Erricker and his son Ian, riding 
Cold Iron and Windy, won the speed divi¬ 
sion of the race. They represented Bull Run 
Hunt. □

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Cireen Spring Valley Hunt Club's annual 
Tom Sheridan Memorial old-fashioned 
point-to-point is more than just a race for 
foxhunters over open hunting country. Giv¬ 
en only the location of the start, mandatory 
checkpoints and the finish line, the individ¬ 
ual must choose his own line between each 
point. The race tests fitness, stamina and 
knowledge of the hunt country. But equally 
important is the competitor's ability to han¬ 
dle unforeseen obstacles or situations that 
are inevitable in a race such as an "old-fash¬ 
ioned." 

Eleven entrants started in John McShane's 
front pasture; with the exception of Leila 
Jackson on Spunky, whose route ended 
abruptly in a bog, all reached the checkpoint 
in David Hayden's field. 

The first to head for the finish of the 3V2- 
mile course at Jackson's Hole Farm was Bar¬ 
bie Homeford on Just A Gigolo. She had set 
the pace through much of the race and was 
closely followed by Louise Stump on Snare, 
Jay Griswold on Coney Island, Bruce Fen¬ 
wick on Chimes (owned by John McShane), 
Ned Halle on Little Macouse and Katie 
Cochran on Captain. 

These six appeared on the horizon almost 
simultaneously as they jumped the line post- 
and-rail into the Jackson farm. 

The events that occurred between this 
point and the finish flags were classic exam¬ 
ples of the cliche that "The best made plans 
are oft laid waste . . ."Of the two possible 
options. Jay Griswold and Katie Cochran 
chose the less chancy but slightly hillier left- 
hand route. 

Louise Stump, Bruce Fenwick and Ned 
Halle headed straight down the steep hill 
towards a log jump that was followed in 
barely three strides by a steep and wide 
ditch. In order to make the turn to the stream 
crossing, farther to the right, the log jump 
had to be taken at an angle. 

Barbie had planned to take this route, but 
was on the wrong side of Jay, was carried 
wide and lost valuable ground as he swung 
to the left. Louise and Bruce headed into the 
log jump together. Behind them, Ned Halle 
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recalls, "Louise very wisely swung left and 
came into the jump at an angle, but Bruce 
was going straight ahead; 1 was so amazed at 
what was happening when they collided in 
mid-air that I didn't look where the hell I was 
going . . . next thing I saw was this ditch. My 
horse propped and 1 went right off into the 
stream ... he jumped right over top of me 
and kept going ... he was running strong, 
too." 
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Bruce recognized impending doom at the 
same time he realized why Louise was an¬ 
gling the fence, but it was too late to turn 
Chimes. Louise later said it happened so 
quickly that . . . ''Somehow we met in mid¬ 
air ... I don't know how I stayed on ... I 
gather we jumped a 'humungous' ditch, but 
I wasn't even in the saddle and was defi¬ 
nitely not in control of the situation; some¬ 
how Snare just carried me over.

Captures

"When I got my stirrup I just tried to stay 
close to Bruce but I never thought I'd beat 
him." 

The last fence was a gate at the top of a 
steep incline. Chimes hit the jump hard and 
his loss of momentun gave Louise and Snare 
the chance they were looking for, Louise 
said. 

"I was really tired but I remembered I had 
a whip, and in the past Snare has given me a 
whole extra gear when I have used it. I gave 
it a try and he responded." 

Snare drew even with Chimes but out of 
virtually nowhere Barbie and Just A Gigolo, 
nicknamed "Skinny," closed the gap as if the 
two leaders were standing still. 

Duck Martin, at the finish line, was con¬ 
vinced Barbie was going to catch them at the 
wire ..." I really thought she was going to 
win it . . . another ten feet and she would 
have done it. . ." 

Louise, not even aware of Barbie's last 
dash, squeaked over the line a neck in front 
of Bruce Fenwick, who held on to second 
place by less than a head. Barbie had to settle 
for third place. Jay Griswold and Katie Coch¬ 
ran, having chosen the apparently longer 
route, jumped into the field over another 
fence. Katie's horse hobbled on landing, los¬ 
ing his rider, so Jay finished fourth. 

The first junior to finish was 13-year-old 
Caroline Worrall, a first-time starter, riding 
Eternal Kaleda. For the Worrall family it had 
been an exceptional weekend; her father 
Douglas had won the Howard County Cup 
on Squarely Rich the day before Caroline's 
racing debut. 

The winning horse. Snare, is an 8-year-old 
grandson of Citation by Suspendido. Louise 
said that "I never wanted to train him be¬ 
cause I figured he'd be too hot, but he far 
prefers this to eventing." 

The win was timely for Louise, who has 
ridden in the old-fashioned many times but 
had never won the race, although she had 
been second three times and had been the 
first lady rider to finish twice. 

"I swore that I would officially retire after a 
hairy ride in 1972, but I'm glad now that I 
came out of retirement. It's been worth it!" □

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When spring rains wash frost from the 
ground and winds blow fresh out of the east, 
vixens begin their confinement, awaiting the 
birth of little foxes. The excitement of the 
chase gone, hours of boredom loom ahead 
for foxhunters. Enter Ronald L. Maher, or¬ 
ganizer of the Frederic S. Cross Memorial 
race. For 14 years Maher, a lawyer, has de¬ 
vised plans to make Elkridge-Harford's old- 
fashioned point-to-point a unique final fling 
for everyone. Again, he succeeded admirably. 

On the first Saturday in April, 14 riders 
assembled in the club's field near Ebenezer 
road, although a book or television would 
have seemed more appropriate entertain¬ 
ment. Wind and rain gusted about, tearing 
the few remaining dried leaves from branch¬ 
es. Maher had planned what he described as 


a pretty level trip of about four miles to test 
these game foxhunters' skills. 

The first checkpoint was at Jerry Staut- 
berg's gate near the Harford/Baltimore 
county line, a few feet off Jacksonville Pike. 
From there riders raced to the property line 
between Hope and Verdant Valley Farms, 
finally following a tortuous path uphill to 
Mr. Hoffman's cornfield, half a mile south of 
the Pocock/Jarrettsville intersection. 

With only 14 starters and 10 prizes award¬ 
ed, it wasn't hard for riders to be first some¬ 
how. A number of judges stood on a wagon 
in the cornfield, each watching and placing a 
different category. After the mud-spattered 
riders ceased to gallop in and the judges

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huddled, the following results were an¬ 
nounced. 

First to finish and thus overall winner was 
Jack S. Griswold, 40, partner in the invest¬ 
ment banking firm of Alex Brown & Sons 
who also topped the heavyweight division. 
He rode his 18-year-old veteran Coney Is¬ 
land, a familiar campaigner on Maryland's 
timber circuit a few years ago. "He has bad 
wind," said Jay, "and sometimes can't 
breathe at all. Toward the end he started to 
slow up; then we went downhill and he be¬ 
gan running again. Crossing the roads was 
bad because the rain had made them like ice 
rinks, very slippery." 

Not far behind Jay was the winning junior 
rider, Mary Tydings, a student at Garrison 
Forest School. Like her mare Topsy, Mary is 
14 years old. "There seemed to be about 20 
jumps," she commented afterward. "Mr. 
Maher had fixed up one especially for this 
race and it was tricky. I had walked the 
course the day before with Mr. Griswold, so 


I followed him because Topsy is a follower 
and isn't good alone. She stopped at a post 
and rail three jumps from the end. Then Mr. 
Griswold came along and gave me a lead 
over it." 

Mrs. Susan Worrall-Murphy won the 
ladies' division on One-in-a-Million, an 11- 
year-old Quarter Horse/Thoroughbred/ 
Welsh pony cross. With her was her daugh¬ 
ter's loose horse, so Susan wheeled around 
to find where her daughter had fallen. Mean¬ 
while the young lady got a lift to the finish 
and stood in for her mother, an instructor at 
Dundalk Community College, when tro¬ 
phies were handed out. 

Although 22-year-old Peter Keyser de¬ 
clared that this was the first time anyone had 
labeled him a gentleman, he took the prize in 
that division. A student at Towson State 
University, Peter rode Bossa Nova who has a 
large dent in his rump. "It was caused by a 
Toyota truck," explained Keyser. "He was 
hit about five years ago but returned to fox¬ 
hunting after a year's absence." 
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Half-bred honors went to Cinnamon, a 
15.2 Appaloosa ridden by John Edwards 
who works for Westinghouse. The powerful 
little gelding really belongs to Mrs. Edwards 
but she was out of town so her six foot, two 
inch husband hopped aboard. "I may be 
tall," declared John Edwards, "hut I only 
weigh 148 pounds." Edwards also won the 
trophy for riders over 60. 

The pony division and youngest child 
awards were won by Sarah Griswold, 12, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Jack Griswold. 
She, too, is a student at Garrison Forest and 
hunts with Green Spring Valley Hounds. 
Her pony Spice is 10 or 11 and belongs to 
Mrs. Frank Hoen. 

Prize winners included (from left) Johnny Ed¬ 
wards, Jay Griswold, Sarah Griswold, Mary 
Tydings, Libby Yardley and Peter Keyser. Be¬ 
low, Pat Combs and Eleanor Weller deadheated 
for last place. Pat "won" flip of a coin for the prize. 


Libby Yardley, 15, a student at Oldfields 
School in Glencoe, took the AAA or Ama¬ 
teur, Amateur, Amateur award. She rode 
Harry L. Burkheimer's aptly named gray 
gelding Mr. Fast. As Mr. Fast cavorted 
around at the start, one observer lamented, 
"Libby is one of the best pony club riders. I 
hope she doesn't get hurt." On the contrary, 
Libbv had a ball. Asked why she rode Mr. 
Fast, who last year dumped his owner in a 
bog during this same race, she laughed, "It 
was a challenge to see if I could do it. He is a 
tough horse in the hunting field." 

The award for the last to finish within 30 
minutes of the start ended in a tie, a dead 
heat between two 18-year-old half-bred 
mares ridden by Mrs. Frank Weller and Miss 
Pat Combs. Said Eleanor Weller: "Pat and 1 
have lots of fun foxhunting but we don't 
jump. Today we jumped only four fences but 
we had a grand time." □

Equine Conference 



The seminar's first speaker was Vernon Martin, 
president of Vernon Martin and Associates, auc¬ 
tioneers. 

Frank Hopkins, chairman of the seminar commit¬ 
tee, introduced Martin as a person who was bom into 
the auction business. 

Acknowledging that this was perhaps true, Mr. 
Martin began his address: 


My father started in the auction business 
well over 50 years ago. My dad and my 
grandfather used to go to Lexington (Ky.) for 
the Tattersall's saddle horse sales. They 
bought saddle horses down there, shipped 
then to New Holland (Pa.) and sold them 
there at auction. That goes back to the time 
before I was bom. That's about as close to 
being bom in the auction business as you can 
get, I guess. 

We sometimes in the course of an auction 
do and say things that not everyone under¬ 
stands. I'm here today to explain what we do 
and why we do it. 

In this first part of the program. I'm going 
to gear my talk more to the prospective pur¬ 
chaser than to the buyer. How many of you 
have never been to a horse auction? Would 
you raise your hands? . . . That's great. I'm 
delighted to have so many of you with us. 
We're going to try to give you a little bit of an 
insight into what happens at a sale. 


An auction basically consists of three sets 
of people—that is aside from the office staff, 
the ushers, parking attendants, etc. The first 
is the auctioneer who does the actual bid 
calling. The second is the announcer who 
has a vital part in the program. And the third 
are the bid spotters. 

The first one I'd like to talk about is the 
announcer. 

I don't know how many of you in the audi¬ 
ence know J.B. Faulconer, but J.B. used to 
announce the sales at Keeneland and was 
their director of public relations for many 
years. J.B. had a saying he liked to use to 
explain his job as an announcer. He was only 
kidding, of course. But he said there were 
only two reasons that an announcer was 
needed at horse auctions. The first reason is 
that by talking the announcer gives the next 
horse time to get in the ring. The second is so 
that the consignor can hear his name an¬ 
nounced over the public address system. 
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Maybe there is some truth to what J.B. said, 
but the announcer's job also entails quite a 
bit more. 

The first thing the announcer must do is to 
state the terms and conditions of the auction 
at the beginning of the sate. The terms and 
conditions are very important to buyers and 
sellers alike. The auctioneer will say over the 
mike that it is important for you to read the 
terms and conditions as printed in the front 
of your catalogue. All major sales companies 
that I am aware of today tape—they have a 
tape recorder which is either on constantly 
during the sale or is activated by the an¬ 
nouncer. This means that everything said by 
the announcer is recorded on tape. It is very 
important when you go to an auction that 
you listen to what the announcer has to 
say—the terms and the conditions—^you're 
going to be bound by them whether you read 
them or not. So if a dispute arises after the 
auction, and we have it on tape, then we 
have valid grounds for making a decision— 
even if it goes against you because you didn't 
happen to be listening. 

The first thing the announcer does when 
the horse comes in the ring is give the hip 
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number. And next he reads the consignor's 
name, the horse's name and all vital infor¬ 
mation on the pedigree. There is, of course, 
in the larger sales where we're selling year¬ 
lings for a lot of money, a great deal of in- 
depth information that is involved in the 
pedigree. We try to hold these announce¬ 
ments to 30 seconds and sometimes it's 
pretty hard to stop. What I consider to be the 
most important part of the announcer's job is 
the up-dates. In any auction there are going 
to be changes made from what you see in the 
catalogue. Say in the first dam, one of her 
foals has won a stake or otherwise increased 
his earnings significantly. Or the mare in the 
ring may have produced a stakes winner 
since the catalogue went to press. All of 
these up-dates do affect the value of the 
horse that's in the ring. Sometimes people 
who listen closely to the announcer get bar¬ 
gains, simply because they were paying at¬ 
tention. 

The other thing the announcer does is re¬ 
port an unsoundness in the horse—spot in 
the eye, possibly a cribber—that type of 
thing. He reads vet statements, too. 

The second person I'm going to talk about 
is the auctioneer. 

When the announcer is done talking about 
the horse in the ring, he turns the mike over 
to the auctioneer. The auctioneer is the one 
who does the actual bid calling. 

Now I know you people are going to say 
that the auctioneer's chant sounds like a 
bunch of mumbo jumbo, but the auctioneer 
does have specific things that he says. The 
most important thing he does is to sing the 
numbers. The amount of dollars bid. That's 
the first thing he'll say. The next number is 
the amount of dollars he is asking for. An 
example might be: "I've got ten thousand 
dollars. Who'll give eleven?" Those are the 
two numbers that you hear the auctioneer 
saying. The number that you should be con¬ 
cerned with is the number the auctioneer is 
asking for. Most, if not all, of the major sales 
companies use a tote board. It shows the hip 
numbers and the bid numbers. We have a 
guy who sits back there and punches the 
right keys. He will always have the board

show the hip number of the horse in the ring 
and the amount of money now bid on the 
horse. If the auctioneer has recognized a bid 
of $10,000, then $10,000 will show on the 
board. Always remember that. The amount 
on the board is the amount bid—not what 
the auctioneer is asking for. The auctioneer 
in addition to the numbers that he sings uses 
what we in the auction business call fillers. 
Fillers are the words that are between the 
numbers. And that's where the mumbo jum¬ 
bo comes in. And if you tape an auctioneer 
and slow your tape down to one-third 
speed, then you'll probably understand 
what the auctioneer is saying. Words vary 
according to who the auctioneer is. They all 
have different styles and different ways of 
selling. Some examples of fillers are "will 
you go," "you make it." A little example 
would be "I've got ten thousand dollars; will 
you make it eleven?" When he's done, the 
biddftig has ceased and he's sold the horse. 

The third set of people are the bid spotters. 

They have several functions. The most im¬ 
portant is to recognize the bids from the peo¬ 
ple in the audience and to turn them in to the 
auctioneer. As you can see, from up here on 
the stand, I can't see the whole sales ring at 
the same time. By the time I'm looking over 
here, there's a gentleman over there with his 
hand raised. So that's the reason we have bid 
spotters. Their job is to stand out in front of 
the people, recognize their bids and then 
turn them in to the auctioneer. Most of the 
time the auctioneer will recognize the bid 
spotter instead of the actual bidder—even if 
he sees the man or woman bidding. Another 
thing about the bid spotter is that he's closer 
to the audience. He can develop a certain 
rapport with the people in his section. He 
can see the whites of your eye. And most of 
the time he can tell whether you're inter¬ 
ested in bidding. They've been in the busi¬ 
ness for a while and they know who the 
bidders are. They know that this man over 
here buys yearling fillies and that this man is 
primarily interested in well-bred mares. He 
can answer questions, too. You can call him 
over and ask him what the bid is, in case you 
get confused. 

Are there any questions on these three 
jobs—the announcer, the auctioneer, the bid 
spotter? 


Question from audience: What is the com¬ 
mission that bid spotters work on? 

Answer: Bid spotters do not zuork on commission. 
They receive a flat fee for each session. 

Q. Is it possible for the bidder to determine 
whether or not he's bidding against a re¬ 
serve? 

A. No. Not ordinarily. 

Q. What qualifications are needed to be an 
announcer? 

A. Primarily, someone who has command when 
he talks. Someone zuho is able to project himself 
out to the people. Of course, a good voice is essen¬ 
tial and the ability to read the pedigree is neces¬ 
sary. 

Q. from same person. Is a certificate need¬ 
ed to be hired as an announcer? 


A. No. 


Q. If there are several bids being made at 
almost the same time, how does a person 
know whether his bid is the one that has 
been accepted? 

A. The bid spotters are close enough to the buyers 
to inform the bidder by sign or eye contact that it is

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his bid which has been accepted. If the bid spotter 
comes back to you and asks for a raise, he's telling 
you that you're out. Another thin^ I mi<^ht brin^ 
up at this time is that you've f^ot to be very obvious 
when you bid. You've j^ot to attract the attention 
of the bid spotter, the auctioneer or the announc¬ 
er. You can't just raise your hand and be confident 
that your bid has been recognized. You've ^ot to 
make certain that you've been seen. There's noth¬ 
in;^ we hate more than to miss a bid. The con¬ 
signors aren't pleased, either. 

Q. How do you tell the bid spotter that you 
won't raise the bid by the $2,000 being asked 
for by the auctioneer but that you will give 
$1,000 more? 

A. You hold up one finger. But on this point 
there may be a time when the auctioneer won't 
accept $1,000. Say he's selling a $50,000 horse. 
He knows pretty much the value of this animal 
and he knows the bidding should increase by more 
than $1,000 units. So he may ignore the $1,000 
raise. Otherwise it would take him too long to get 
to the $50,000 range. 



Q. Does the auctioneer have any ap¬ 
praised value of the horse written down in 
his catalogue? 

A. The answer is no. Occasionally somebody 
will come up to us before the sale and ask what we 
think the horse will bring. I might say $10,000 — 
and I might write my appraisal in the catalogue. 
But by large the auctioneer forms his opinion 
while the announcer is reciting the horse's pedi¬ 
gree. The auctioneer will look at the horse in the 
ring—but bear in mind that he's up high in the 
stand and may not see a defect. In any event, the 
auctioneer forms a price in his mind during the 30 
seconds it takes to read the pedigree. We're prob¬ 
ably wrong more than we're right, but we've got 
to have some opinion as to the value of the horse in 
the ring. 

Q. What is the credibility impact on the 
audience when the auctioneer opens the 
horse at a high figure without having appar¬ 
ently received a bid? 

A. I'll answer this by saying that the $3 million 
yearling sold last year at Keeneland was, I think, 
started at $50,000. So I don't think it matters, 
providing the auctioneer has a good estimate of the

horse's value. We always say that it doesn't mat¬ 
ter whether you start a horse; what counts is 
whether you stop. 

Q. Do you as auctioneers establish a min¬ 
imum acceptable bid? 

A. No ma'am. A lot of the sales companies do, 
however, have a minimum bid which is set forth 
in the catalogue. In other words, a $500 upset 
price for yearlings. They've got to bring $500 or 
they're passed out of the ring labeled as a no-bid 
horse. 

Q. Which do you feel carries the most 
weight in appraising a horse. Pedigree or 
conformation? 

A. I've known horses with very little pedigree 
who brought fantastic prices because of their 
looks. Sometimes you see a young horse who just 
convinces you that he's going to be a race horse. I 
think some of the other speakers will get more into 
this question. 

I would like to cover a few more areas 
before the next speaker. 

One thing is the psychology of the auction 
from the consignor's viewpoint. We hear a 
consignor occasionaly say: "Boy, you sure 
didn't take much time selling my horse!" 
Well, in yearlings especially, we realize 
you've got two years work invested as your 
work is decided in about a minute and a half 
with the horse standing right down here in 
front of us. That's an awful lot of work and 
concentrated effort to be boiled down to a 
minute and a half. We try to be very, very 
conscious of that. But we also have to be 
conscious of the momentum of the sale. 
What I mean is this: We like to read the 
pedigree in about 20 to 30 seconds and then 
get to work. We know from experience how 
fast we should sell a horse. You know some 
of the great auctioneers of all time, like 
George Swinebroad for instance . . . with 
George, everything had to move along fast. 
A certain amount of momentum is absolute¬ 
ly necessary to accomplish what we're trying 
to do. We like to feel that selling 35 to 40 
horses an hour is a pretty nice pace. If the 
whole sale is geared to that tempo, the guy 
sitting out here who might want to be a slow 
bidder can't afford to wait a long time. The 
auctioneer has only about a minute to sell a 
horse, and that's plenty of time if the tempo 
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is maintained and everybody adjusts to it. Of 
course, some horses take longer. You might 
get four or five persons bidding on the same 
horse, and it just takes a little bit longer to 
check with everybody and make certain 
they've all gone as far as they want to go. If 
you get just two bidders and it goes bang- 
bang-bang between them, then it doesn't 
take as long. There's a variance between 
horses. We don't have a time clock up here. 
If people don't have time to bend over and 
confer with each other, they're likely to do 
more bidding. If the sale is slow paced, 
there's too much conversation within a 
group. That's part of what we call the psy¬ 
chology of an auction. 

I've got one more thing I want to cover. I 
promised I'd cover it, and here it is. 

We've got reserve slips that I'd like to pass 
out to the audience. 

I'm going to try and give you some little 
pointers in filling out these reserve slips. 

While they're being passed out. I'll give 
you an idea about what a reserve slip does. 

Everybody's interested in reserves. When 
a consignor comes to me and says he's sel¬ 
ling a horse for $20,000, I might tell him to 
really reflect on whether he's being realistic. 
The question that consignor should ask him¬ 
self is whether he'd pay $19,000 to buy that 
horse from somebody else. The point is to be 
very, very realistic about what you will ac¬ 
cept for your horse. Don't wait until the 
sale's over and moan that you should have 
taken 10 or 15 per cent less for the horse that 
you still own but could have sold. We like to 
feel that the auction method is the best ap¬ 
praiser there is. Nobody can appraise horses 
better than the 800 people sitting out there. 
Of course, there are consignors who have a 
set price they'll require for a horse, irrespec¬ 
tive of what the buyers bid. Those people 
have two options: They can either bid for 
themselves (or have someone else in the au¬ 
dience bid for them) or they can fill out a 
reserve slip and turn it in before the sale. We 
in the stand much prefer the reserve slips. 
The reserve slips let the auctioneer know 
what you're thinking. 
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Nobody can appraise a horse at his exact 
auction ring price. You can't say he's worth 
precisely $25,000—he may be worth $20,000 
and he may be worth $30,000. So if you're 
pretty well convinced that your horse is 
worth $25,000—well, then put a $20,000 re¬ 
serve on him. If he brings $30,000, well 
you're delighted and the $20,000 reserve 
didn't hurt you any. We like the reserve slips 
(instead of the consignor bidding from the 
audience) because when we see somebody 
out there bidding and we have the reserve 
slip up here in the stand—well, we know 
that bidder out there is bidding for himself 
and not the consignor. They're bidding to 
buy. 

Believe me, there is nothing wrong with 
reserves. A man has a right to protect his 
investment. And I'm 100 per cent in favor of 
reserve slips if you're interested in protect¬ 
ing the animal that you're about to sell. 

Now I'll give you a few pointers on filling 
out the reserve slips. 

See where it says Sale Amount? That's 
what you are willing to sell for. 

Let's use $25,000 as an example. We don't 
take less than $100 bids. So the reserve bid 
amount on $25,000 would be $24,900. What¬ 
ever you do as consignors, let the auctioneer 
have the rounded off numbers. By that I 
mean $20,000, $25,000, $30,000. Let the auc¬ 
tioneer sell at those figures. Don't make your 
reserve amount $20,000 so that the horse has 
to sell at $20,100. What happens is that a 
buyer has a rounded off figure in his mind. 
He might say he'll go to $15,000, and we'll 
get him to go another $5,000 to $20,000—^but 
he's not going to $20,100. What happens is 
that you get the horse back for $20,000 when 
you might have had a sale if you'd been 
willing to take $100 less. 

We're running cut of time now. But I can 
take a few questions. 

Question: If there's a reserve of $35,000 on 
a horse and the bidding slows down around 
$20,000, what should the auctioneer do? 

Answer: Well, if the announcer stops the auc¬ 
tioneer and makes too many speeches, he loses 
credibility. But, on the other hand, there are times 


when a horse is definitely brin^iny^ less than he's 
worth. It's then that the announcer should point 
out once a^ain the strong points in the pedigree. 
The auctioneer and the announcer have an obliga¬ 
tion to do that. 

Q. If a mare is infected and aborts after 
several months, who is responsible? 

A. This is part of the horse business. When you 
buy a broodmare, she's your property. There are 
certain guarantees, and they're set forth in the 
catalogue. 

Q. If a person wants to put a ridiculously 
high reserve on his horse, how do you over¬ 
come that? 

A. Usually the sale person who accepts the 
reserve has a certain amount of knowledge about 
values. And the person selling, if he doesn't knozv 
values — zvell, he asks for advice. □

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President's Report 


A meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
March 17, 1982, in the MHBA's offices at 201 
West Padonia road, Timonium, Md. 

The president, Douglas R. Small, called 
the meeting to order at 7:15 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, Frank 
A. Bonsai Jr., William G. Christmas, Fendall 
M. Clagett, Hal C.B. Qagett, Kimball C. 
Firestone, Janon Fisher III, Joseph B. Hickey 
Jr., J.W.Y. Martin Jr., John B. Merryman, 
Betty Shea Miller, John C. Mobberley, Doug¬ 
las R. Small, Katharine M. Voss. 

Absent was: Jerold C. Hoffberger. 

The president began the meeting by intro¬ 
ducing Penny Ringquist who had been in¬ 
vited to attend so that she might explain the 
plans and goals of the National Breeders 
Committee. At an earlier meeting, the Board 
had indicated that it favored discontinuing 
its membership in the NBC but deferred final 
action until such time as the NBC's chairman 
(Henry White) could address the Board re¬ 
garding this matter. Mr. White had accepted 
an invitation to attend this meeting but was 
forced to cancel his trip from Kentucky be¬ 
cause of the death of a close friend. Ms. Ring¬ 
quist was deputizing for Mr. White. Ms. 
Ringquist accordingly explained how Thor¬ 
oughbred breeders needed a strong national 
organization, concluding with the thought 
that "Maryland may not need the NBC, but 
the NBC certainly needs Maryland." 

Following her presentation, Ms. Ringquist 
thanked the Board for its courtesies and de¬ 
parted. There followed a discussion on 
whether the Board should continue its NBC 
membership at a cost of nearly $4,500 in an¬ 
nual dues. TTiere was general agreement that 
the benefits from membership were too few 
to justify such an expenditure. Hal Qagett 
moved (seconded by Boniface) that the 
MHBA discontinue its membership while 
making an annual supportive contribution of 
$500 to the NBC. The motion carried without 
dissent. 
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The president asked for a motion that the 
minutes of the previous Board meeting 
(which had been mailed to all directors) be 
approved. On a motion by Ms. Voss, secon¬ 
ded by Mr. Firestone, they were approved. 

The president called on Ms. Miller for her 
treasurer's report. Ms. Miller read her re¬ 
port. 

On a motion by Hal Qagett (seconded by 
Mr. Mobberley), the treasurer's report was 
accepted. 

The president called on Mr. Firestone for a 
report of his Sales Committee. There fol¬ 
lowed a report on negotiations with Timon¬ 
ium regarding a contract on use of the sales 
pavilion. In addition to Mr. Firestone, the 
president and the general manager ex¬ 
plained different points in the contract. 

Mr. Christmas reported that over 100 
horses had been entered for the 2-year-old in 
training sale to be held at Timonium on May

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9. He noted that entries did not close until 
March 19 and that many more entries could 
be anticipated. 

The president asked Mr. Boniface for a 
report on his Legislative Committee. Boni¬ 
face accordingly reviewed testimony given 
at a Senate Finance Committee meeting held 
March 11 and also reported that little had 
transpired at a House Ways and Means 
Committee meeting on March 17. The Board 
endorsed the positions taken on the various 
bills by Boniface and his committee.

The Maryland Horse 

Repforted. . . 

■ Shown on the cover was Jouett Shouse's 
Cinda, who defeated colts in Laurel's Cherry 
Blossom Stakes. Cinda, who won or placed 
in 12 stakes and earned $140,400, was pro¬ 
duced from Arden Lass, by Ariel. She was 
the first stakes winner for her sire Occupy, 
who begot 18 other stakes horses including 
stakes winners Wonder Where, Home- 
Made and Dance Card. 

■ Don Reed in his column "The Racing 
Scene" discussed the uncertainty surround¬ 
ing the future of Pimlico. "The question be¬ 
fore the house is—will there be a Pimlico 
after this spring meeting? Anyone who can 
supply the correct answer to this question 
will not only win $64 but will qualify as seer 
of seers. For in the last few weeks, enough 
rumors about Pimlico have been spread to 
supply most race tracks for a thousand years. 
Trying to analyze the situation is difficult. A 
great many persons apparently 'in the know' 
have been placed in several lights in connec¬ 
tion with the proposed deal to purchase and 
scrap the plant. It is hard therefore to decide 
in which of these lights the principals finally 
will stand . . . Who would gain the most if 
Pimlico is eliminated from the Maryland rac¬ 
ing picture? The answer is Laurel and Bowie. 
Since the state grants 100 days of major rac¬ 
ing, now split among three tracks, it is pre¬ 


sumed that the same 100 days would be al¬ 
lotted to two tracks if the third drops out of 
existence. Bowie and Laurel, under such an 
arrangement, would pick up 17 racing dates 
each which is quite a plum in these days of 
million dollar handles and crowds ranging 
from 15,000 to 25,000." 

■ At the 15-day spring Pimlico meeting five 
important stakes were scheduled. Foremost 
of the five was the $75,000 Preakness Stakes, 
followed by the $25,000 Dixie Handicap, the 
$20,000 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes (formerly 
the Pimlico Oaks), the $10,000 Preakness 
Prep Stakes and, lastly, the $10,000 Primary 
Day Handicap. 

■ Maryland's Frank Small Jr., retiring presi¬ 
dent of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners, was honored by his 
peers at the conclusion of their 18th annual 
conference. As a tribute to his aggressive and 
constructive leadership during his presiden¬ 
cy, he was presented with a silver bowl as a 
memento for his efforts. In his brief speech of 
acceptance Small passed on any credit there 
was to the untiring work of various commit¬ 
tees which have supported him through the 
year. 

■ Janon Fisher Jr., secretary-treasurer of the 
American Trainers' Association, announced 
that arrangements have been made with the 
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Maryland Jockey Qub whereby the Trainers' 
Association official button has been ap¬ 
proved as a badge of admission to the small 
clubhouse at Pimlico. He further stated that 
the H.B.P. A. button had also been approved. 

■ In his monthly column Joe Palmer report¬ 
ed from the 2-year-old trials in South Caro¬ 
lina. "Because the Aiken Trials and the new 
Palmetto Trials are not run for money, there 
is a tendency to skip over them as unim¬ 
portant, but it should be remembered that a 
horse ordinarily doesn't know whether he's 
running for a purse or not, and a fast brush 
against another horse may do him as much 
good as an actual race ... A man who did 
nothing except bet on horses which had 
shown well in the trials at Columbia and 
Aiken would have won himself a flock of 
bets during the first eight days at Jamaica, so 
that these trials cannot be thrown out as 
mere exercise." 

■ In a recent issue of The Blood-Horse J.E. 
Estes, one of the country's leading students 
of, and authorities on, pedigrees and breed¬ 
ing, offered a suggestion for the correction of 


a hampering limitation of terminology 
where the relationship of Thoroughbreds is 
concerned. For example, purists argued 
strenuously against calling Bull Lea's famed 
sons Citation and Coaltown "half-brothers." 
Said Estes: "It is, in a way, unfortunate that 
Thoroughbred breeders have appropriated 
the terms half-brother or half-sister to apply 
only to the produce of the same mare. Ge¬ 
netically, the offspring of a stallion are just as 
much half-sibs as are the offspring of a mare 
. . . Our Latin-American neighbors have 
solved this problem of terminology more

Merryman Did The Impossible 

Thanks to the ceaseless efforts of John B. Merryman, a promotional fund for 
Maryland's racing industry now seems likely. The legislature has passed and sent to 
Governor Hughes a bill which provides $100,000 in state funds, providing the racing 
industrv matches the state's contribution. 

This will mean $200,000 for racing industry promotion. 

No one believes that miracles can be accomplished on $200,000. But it's a great start 
and is 200,000 times better than the big fat zero which was previouslv allocated to 
industrv-wide promotion. 

This legislative breakthrough can be attributed almost totally to Johnnv Merrvman 
and his family. John, a former president of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
was triggered into action by a letter from Ralph Elsmo which appeared in this magazine 
about a year ago. Elsmo, the public relations expert who annually handles Preakness 
promotion, decried the lack of industry promotion and said we should correct the 
problem. 

Johnny seized on Ralph's suggestions with the tenacitv of a true Merrvman. 

He personally created an industry-wide committee, set dates for meetings and 
supplied sumptuous buffets at those meetings—courtesy of his wife, his daughters and 
his sister. 

And now comes the fruit of his labors. 

Few thought he could achieve it. More than one person labelled his plan impos¬ 
sible. 

But Johnny has succeeded in prying a sizeable sum of money from the state for an 
industry which the legislature is now recognizing as a vital part of Marvland's economv. 

And if there is one person in the legislature who deserves our special thanks, it is 
Harford countv's Bill Cox who dedicated himself to seeing that this bill would pass.
